MOVE ON TO QUASH

1,000 Troops Mobilized Today on Order of Governor Len 
Small, Held in Readiness to Move to Strike District 
if Further Rioting Occurs

Marion, 111., June 23.—A special investigation into the mas­ 
sacres of from 21 to 40 strike breakers here, will 'be made today. 
As far as could be learned, no agency had as yet made a move 
to punish those guilty of attacking and murdering. Officials took 
the attitude that it would be impossible to Obtain 'identification 
of any of the mob leaders due to the elusiveness of the attackers 
and impossibility of obtaining competent witnesses. 
No date for the inquest has been set, and probably will be 
postponed until next week. Feeling was running high here today, 
and mine operators w’ere ordered by officials not to make any fur­ 
ther attempts to operate with non-union labor. 
Feeling against; C. A. MeDowel, superintendent of the mine, 
who was the first slain, was still so 'bitter in Herrin that his body 
was removed to a morgue in a neighboring town in secrecy. Offi­ 
cials feared the strike sympathizers might make an effort to ob­ 
tain the body and thus start a new outrage. It was believed that 
all except three or four of the 51 strike breakers wrho fell into the 
hands of the mob were either killed or injured. No members of 
the attackers could be found to tell the story of the events of the 
massacre. The w ord was passed on here that the strike breakers 
and guards vc ere killed while marching to Herrin when they made 
an attempt to escape. 
Colonel Samuel N. Hunter, wdio was representing the national 
guard on the ground, said today as far he knew no investigation 
into the killing was underway today, and that no arrests had been 
made. Colonel Hunter pointed out that the military authorities 
could do nothing to punish those who wrere guilty unless the dis­ 
trict wTas under martial law.

Towns Quiet Today 
Marion, 111., Ju n e 23.—The southern 
Illinois mining towns were quiet to­ 
day, following the m assacres of at 
least 21 strike breakers. 
A few small 
groups have formed on the streets of 
Marion, Perrin, and other mining com­ 
munities, from which the mob of 2,000 
w as formed, talked in hushed tones 
and usually in foreign tongues. 
The strike sym pathizers believe that 
the guilty will not he punished. They 
committed suicide or they attem pted 
to escape, and w'ere shot, were the 
two explanations given when a man 
was found who W’ould talk. 
For the 
most part the striking m iners returned 
to their homes. However, local papers 
failed to give the killing much dis­ 
play. 
The num ber of bodies recovered was 
brought up to 21 today, 17 are in the 
morgue at H errin, 111., the others were 
taken to their homes. 
Although some reports reached Col. 
Samuel H unter, representing the na­ 
tional guard here, placing the total 
dead list as high as 40, the officials 
are of the belief th a t most of the 
bodies have been recovered. 
“One or two m ore bodies may be 
found in the woods, but I believe most 
of those reported m issing have es­ 
caped,” officials said.

Farrington Blames Lewis 
Cincinnati, June 23.—Frank F arrin g ­ 
ton, president of the Illinois federa­ 
tion. left here early today for the Wil­ 
liamson county mine trouble zone. 
Farrington indirectly blamed John 
L. Lewis, president of the United Mine 
W orkers, for the trouble.

was “apparently” a telegram sent by 
Lewis that started the war.

a telegram to the strikers. 
From other sources it was learned 
that a telegram was prepared, which 
not only referred to

ANNOUNCED BY STATE DRAINAGE 


ENGINEERS IN ST. PAUL 


TODAY 


(By United Pr<*sk.) 
St. Paul, June 23.—A plan for con­ 
trol of floods along the basin of the 
Red Lake River district and the Red 
Lakes district, was announced by the 
state drainage engineers today.. 
The plan has been worked out by 
Adolph F. Meyer, Minneapolis, con­ 
sulting engineer for the drainage de­ 
partm ent, and E. V. W illard, com mis­ 
sioner. 
The project calls for establishm ent 
of the high water level of the Red 
lakes at 1174 feet, which will be a 
lowering of 1% feet over all lake 
stages which have prevailed hereto­ 
fore. 
W hen the lake rises above the 
1174 foot level, the water will be c a r­ 
ried off by means of a dam and con­ 
trol works to be built 3400 feet below 
the lake outlet. 
It is estimated that approxim ately 
250,000 acres of agricultural land In 
the Red lake river basin west of the 
Red lakes, will be benefited by the 
control of flood, which will result from 
control of the lake and river level. 
W idening and deepening of the chan­ 
nel of the Red Lake river for 45 miles 
below the Red lake outlet Is part of 
the plan. 
Through this it is planned 
to have a channel the width of OO 
feet and an average depth of 12 feet. 
At present most of the channel is two 
to four feet deep. 
It Is estimated the 
cost of the project will be $575,000. 
The cost of the project will be as­ 
sessed against agricultural lands and 
w ater power companies, and munici­ 
palities within the district to be bene­ 
fited.

Federal agents 
have 
learned 
enough to convince them that m alprac­ 
tices are prevalent in many stock ex­ 
change centers. 
T hese overcharges by the com mis­ 
sion m erchants would work both ways, 
according to federal agents. 
They de­ 
prive the farm ers of adequate profit 
to encourage stock raising, and they 
boost the price of m eat all along the 
line of distribution to the consum er.

LOW CR Fit I I CHT R A T E S 


W h e n the Interstate Commerce Commission recently ordered 
a general reduction in freight rates, Which are to take? effect July 
1st, the country began to realize that that word normalcy 'which 
Mr. Harding has made familiar to the public really means some­ 
thing in this administration. 
It used to be the general idea, until Mr. McAdoo showed us 
bow net to run the railroads, that when higher wages for railroad 
workers or more revenue for the roads themselves was desirable, 
that all you had to do was to boost passenger fares and freight 
r ates. 
This seemed to he the easiest way. 
Nobody worried over 
the possibility that the public, might balk, or that commerce might 
be hampered arm business depressed by repeated increases. 
Actual experience since 1917, however, has changed our idea 
of railroad charges,- by demonstrating that high freight rates do 
not necessarily produce lug revenues, and that they have a most 
distressing effect upon the nat ion’s prosperity. 
There has I won u 
tremendous pressure for lowered transportation charges of late. 
The farmers have been particularly insistent on lower freight 
rates. 
Just what the approaching freight rates will mean to the 
railroads nobody seems to know. 
The railroad executives, how­ 
ever, apparently expect the revival of business will get them by, 
as they promptly acquiesced in the reduction ordered. 
Such an order could not have been issued si few months agr) 
without throwing the stock market into a panic, and running some 
risk of forcing some of the weaker roads into the hands of re­ 
ceivers. 
That this order is possible today without immediate un­ 
pleasant results speaks well 'both for the effort to restore railroad 
efficiency under private management and for the basic soundness 
of economic conditions in the United States.

M A IN E IN H EA R D FROM 


A t the primary election in the state of Maine on Monday, 
Senator Frederick Hale and (Governor Pere i va I P. Baxter were 
renominated by the Republicans by am overwhelming vote. 
The 
vote cast for Senator Hale was larger than the total of bis two 
opponents. 
The contest in Maine was watched closely by many of the 
shrewdest political observers, it being considered that the outcome 
would indicate a test of the national administration’s strength. 
Senator Hale, aw is well known, is a strong friend of the President, 
and has been a consistent supporter of the administration in the 
Senate. 
His great victory in the primaries on Monday is there­ 
fore looked upon by politicians generally as a strong endorsement 
cf the Harding administration. 
Senator Kellogg, in Minnesota, also a friend of the President 
aud a strong supporter of the administration, won an easy victory 
in the state primaries, receiving a very much larger vote than the 
total combined vote of Lundeen and Titus, his two opponents for 
the nomination. 
Senator McCormick, of Illinois, chairman of the 
Republican Senatorial campaign committee, predicts the re-elec­ 
tion of beth Senators Hale and Kellogg. 
He says: 
“ The expected and overwhelming renomination of Senator 
Hale and Senator Kellogg points very eel Lainly to their re-election. 
Whatever the differences or natural ambitions which may produce 
Republican plummy contests the A nit'Divan people in the election 
of next November are not gJing to give the Wilson Democracy 
control of either house of Congress.’’
